What Insects Are Most 
Harmful to the Garden? 


Any insect seen in the garden 
should be looked upon as an enemy 
till proven otherwise. Some are 
more harmful than others, All in- 
sects are harmful that eat leaves, 
flowers or tender shoots. Likewise 
ey are harmful if they suck sap 
from the tissues, The plant needs - 
all its substance and can spare 
none for support of insects. In 
various sections of the country 
various pests are found. Some in- 
sects such as aphids are almost uni- 
versal, however, and are found on 
almost all types of vegetation. 
Watch for the little green plant 
lice (aphis) and attack them at 
once when they ge They look 
harmless but can do great damage 
if allowed to multiply, 


How Should Insects _ 
Be Combatted? 


As soon as the plants get lar 
enough to act as a harbor for in- 
sects they should be sprayed. For 
chewing insects use lead arsenate.

Agricultural Extension 


What a field this covers! Almost 
everything from seed treatment and 
school lunches to international trade 
and world citizenship. Now that so 
many organizations are becoming 
involved in extension work, surely 
it is about time that problems of 
administration and operation be 
examined critically. responsi- 
bility for examination rests not onl 
with government officials, but wi 
the farmers themselves. » 

Extension services have, broadly 
speaking, two functions, One is to 

. ‘extend’ knowledge through publica- 
tions, radio, short courses, field 
days, junior clubs, ete. The other is 
to provide, and advertise informa- 
tion and services whereby individual 
farmers can obtain the best available 
advice on specific problems. 

In the Prairie Provinces, we 
benefit from a number of extension 
services, among which are the 
Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture, Provincial Departments of 

riculture and universities. “In 

dition, a good many non-govern- 
ment concerns endeavour to serve 
the farmer in an educational way. 


These include fertilizer, Lien and 
machine companies; feed chants, 
seed merchants, and so on. 


Our system, if such. it can be 

called, has much to commend it, 
but it has weaknesses. We wonder 
how many farmers know where to 
take their own individual problems. 
They certainly have problems and 
technical turists can often 
help; but there is no such thing as 
an expert on all problems. 
9 We shall offer a few tions 
in the next “Seedtime and Harvest” 
and hope that, in the meantime, our 
readers do a little hard thinking.

Tighten 
Machinery 
Ration Rules 


Farmers are urged to continue 
to repair and keep in operation 
farm machines which they already 
Own and are strongly advised to 
consult their nearest form equip- 
ment rationing officer before dis- 
posing of the machinery they now 
own, with the thought of replac- 
ing it either immediately or at 
some. later date, 


Abuses in the distribuiation of 
form machinery have necessitated 
an amendment to the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board Order No. 
347. The present provisions make 
it plain that, if a person disposes 
of machinery which he owns is of 
a class or type which is rationed 
with the thought of replacing it 
later, without first having con- 
sulted the farm machinery ration- 
ing officer for his district, his 
application for new equipment will 
not be considered. A number of 
cases have been reported where 
the farmer finished some  partic- 
ular operation early in the season 
sold his equipment to a neighbor,
